It is of hen’s eggs that I shall 
speak of today when I use the 
wor g 

Drop an egg into a pan of 
water, and it will sink to the 
bottom. At least that will happen 
if you use the right kind of egg 
If ever you find a hen’s egg 
floating on fresh water, throw it 
away! You will know there is 
something wrong with it! 

Yet an excellent egg, laid the 
very day it is tested, may float 
in water—if the water is salty 
enough 

Let a-tall glass be half-filled 
with water and mix four rounded 
tablespoons of salt In the water. 
Put in an egg, and watch the egg 
float 

Years ago, I tried that test, 
and the egg floated very well in 
the salt water or brine. Then I 
poured enough fresh water over 
the salt water, or brine, to fill 
the glass. The result was an egg 
half way down in the glass. In- 
stead of rising to the top or. sink- 
| ing to the bottom, the egg stayed 
right there in the middle! 

If you try that trick, be sure 
to pour in the fresh water gently 
If you put it In too roughly, the 
salt water and the fresh water 
would mix, and the egg would 
rise to the top of the glass or 
sink to the bottom 

In pouring, you may let the 
fresh water strike the inside of 
the glass, to “break the fall.” 

If poured gently, the fresh 
water will stay“ above the salt 


water for the simple reason that | 


it is lighter. Quart for quart, the 
jwater in a lake is lighter than 
salt water from the ocean 

The amount of salt in the water 
is very important. If you use 
two ounces of salt in a pint of 
water, a “strictly: fresh" egg will 
sink to the bottom. In that same 


salt water, an egg from three to | 


four. days old will float. If enough 
Salt is used—several ounces in a 
pint of water—even a strictly 
‘fresh egg will float.
